DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment filed on 1/18/11 in which claims 1 -50 are 
pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore this case is 
in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: using at least 
one of a plurality of reference pictures listed the reference buffer, and adapted to 
dynamically reorder a list of references stored in the reference buffer so that reference 
pictures having smaller distortion relative to the current picture arc listed with higher 
priority in the list of active references as recited claim 47. Selecting the first reference 
listed in a reference list to be used as the only reference to be used to encode the pixel 
region of the current picture as recited in claims 1,12 and 41 . Removing at least one of 
the listed references from the list of active references based upon a comparison of each 
of the removed references to the current picture as recited in claim 19. Reordering the 
listed references so that reference pictures having smaller distortion relative to the 
current picture axe listed with higher priority in the list of active references as recited in 
claim 27. Removing one or more pictures from the reference list to create a new 
reference list; and then performing a second coding step of re-coding the current picture 
using only the pictures listed in the new reference list as recited in claim 28. Performing 
motion estimation coding of a current picture using each of a plurality of permutations of

available references and selecting the permutation of available references that 
minimizes a predetermined condition as recited in claim 37.
